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THE EDUCATIONAL BACKGROUND OF THE UNIVERSITY’S 
LAW LIBRARIAN

Librarianship has made important 
strides in the past few years. A most 
important example has been in the 
standards, function and status of the 
librarian. We no longer consider him 
as essentially a custodian; rather do 
we consider him as a teacher having an 
educational 


important role in the 


process. This change in attitude has 
reflected a higher quality of librarian- 
ship, resulting in still further demands 
for improvement. Much has_ been 
written about the educational qualifica- 
tions of all types of librarians, general 
Here we shall be con- 
cerned with the law librarians’s edu- 
cational development. 

The purpose of this paper is to 
suggest a possible program of action 
by law librarians in the light of the 


and special. 


modern objectives of the law schools 
and, to a lesser extent, the interests of 
the profession and the public. The 
course of action is concerned with the 
educational and cultural backgrounds 
of law school librarians only. The lat- 
ter point is emphasized, to indicate 
clearly the limitation of this paper and 
to suggest that the problem of the edu- 
cational qualifications of a law school

librarian is of a somewhat different 
nature than that of other law libra- 
rians, being dependent upon numerous 
different circumstances not affecting 
such others. Such differences as exist 
are for the most part due to the em- 
phasis upon research and teaching, in 
the school library, as contrasted with 
the more practical aspects of the Bar, 
court, and practitioners’ library. Im- 
portant here is the difference in atti- 
tude toward the law school librarian, 
resulting from the academic atmos- 
phere, the system of academic rank, 
and so forth from the other libraries, 
where such tradition is not important. 

It is with considerable trepidation 
that the writer ventures to discuss the 
highly controversial topic of education 
for law school librarianship, as he is 
fully aware of the heat engendered by 
similar discussion in the past. How- 
ever, the recent action by law school 
selection committees in filling several 
important library positions, leading to 
appointments in some instances from 
without the library profession, seems 
to demand a frank examination of the 
criteria employed, and a consideration 
of the part formal education should 
play in preparing candidates for 
librarianship to meet the increasingly 
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rigorous requirements of the law 


schools. It is idle to deny that in law 
librarianship, as in other learned fields, 
the day of the specialist is at hand, 
If the law 
library profession does not produce

adequately equipped men and women, 
they will be found more and more 
from among teachers of law or re- 
search specialists in the field.

being primarily concerned as to the 
manner in which those who expect to 
be law librarians can improve their 
abilities as librarians and increase the 
effectiveness of their libraries by ad- 
vanced formal and informal studies 
and investigations. 

What is offered here goes beyond 
the now well recognized minimum 
standards necessary for the competent 
law school librarian. While some prog- 
ress has been made in applying these

Gods. The number of recent appoint- 


ments of non-librarian instructors of 
law as joint instructors of law and law 
librarians, and the insistence by the 
larger law schools upon scholarly per- 
sons as law librarians, leads to the 
conclusion that the proverbial hand- 
writing is beginning to appear on the 
wall as to the qualifications of law 
school librarians, and due recognition 
should be had. 

This problem is not pertinent to the 
present incumbents of important law 


school library positions, who, because 
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of outstanding natural ability, leader 
ship and experience, are certainly en- 
titled to their offices. They have made 
and are continuing to make important 
contributions to the profession, which 
them a deal. However,

their very success has so raised the 
level of library service now expected 
by law schools that their successors 
must be prepared to start in where 
they leave off, without a long period 
of development and learning by trial 
and error. Accordingly, those now in 
lesser positions and those contemplat- 
ing entering the profession, must gain 
in advance much of this proficiency, 
and in other and quicker ways. They 
must rise to meet and exceed the 
standards set by their predecessors if 


they expect to advance professionally 


It is necessary, therefore, to under- 
stand first the aims and objectives of 
the law school in order to point out 
the role the law librarian is ex- 
pected to play, and to reach any con- 
clusion, if that is possible, as to the 
educational qualifications of a compe-

The function of the university 
law school is not a simple one. It

Many more similar statements can be 
found to corroborate the above state- 
ment and perhaps enlarge upon some 
specific point. In any case, they all 
aim at the same target, and the pur- 
poses suggested by each are inter- 
related. Now, may we ask, how have 
law schools attempted to fulfill their 
functions ? 

First of all, law schools have indi- 
vidualized their curricula and consid-

integrate as much as possible all fields 
of knowledge with law—the work of 
the law school with that of the uni- 
versity.4 Third, they have used the 
seminar method of instruction as the 
best means of achieving the first two 
points mentioned.® And finally, real- 
izing that education does not cease at 
graduation, law schools have placed 
greater emphasis on graduate work for 
those desiring to teach or to do re- 
search,® and have undertaken to keep 
the practising lawyer informed of 
latest developments in the profession, 
by means of regularly held institutes.‘ 
Through these means it is 
that the aims of the law school and

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the law school has placed a greater 
responsibility upon the holdings of the 
law library. Achieving an integration 
of the non-legal and the legal in order 
that law may effectively play its part 
in society requires the availability of 
non-legal material, especially in the 
social sciences, in law libraries, to an 
extent not known heretofore. Many 
important contributions to legal science

books and periodicals which the law 


are made by _ economists, 


school instructor does not have time 
to examine regularly, and which are 
not found in the law library. The law 
librarian must supply them promptly. 
It will be necessary for the law library 
to avail itself as much as possible of 
the resources of the university library 
in order effectively to integrate the 
work of the law school with that of 
the rest of the university. 

The implications of these new ob- 
jectives and methods are of even 
greater significance to the law librarian 
if he is to play his part adequately, 
requiring the highest degree of intel- 
ligence and the best possible educa- 
tional and cultural background on his 
part. In this paper those duties of the 
law librarian which decisively point 
out the importance of the highest pos- 
sible training and cultural development 
will be examined. 

From the administrative aspect of 
law librarianship there is no question 
that the best training possible is neces- 
sary if the librarian is to do his part 
in the light of the new legal educa- 
tional trends. That this is so has been 
brilliantly pointed out by an excellent 
article in the Law Library Journal.®

But one part of administration re- 
quires special mention in connection 
with law school libraries, to emphasize 
the need of training, which this writer 
considers essential. 

Administratively, the selection of 
materials has become increasingly im- 
portant in the light of the necessity 
for acquiring not only the best of legal 
publications, but also a great deal of 
allied non-legal material. Selection 
has always been regarded as perhaps 
the most important duty of a librarian, 
and this has become increasingly so 
with the developments in education. 
This is also very true of the law 
librarian, and for this duty he will 
need all the knowledge he can com- 
mand, in addition to a complete back- 
ground of librarianship. As a trained 
bibliographer, not only in law but in 
allied fields, the librarian can render 
an important service to the faculty, 
which has enough to do under the 
new methods of legal education.’ 

The law librarian cannot be content 
to be the mere custodian of a collec- 
tion of books. In modern legal edu- 
cation he must assume the role of a 
teacher of a most important subject— 
the law library. In this connection 
mention must be made of the increas- 
ing importance of a formal course in 
legal bibliography,’® with added em- 
phasis on general library practices and 
techniques. With the adoption of the 
seminar method of instruction, calling 
for a greater use of the law library 
and general library, the law librarian

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must necessarily have an adequate 
background, both in legal and library 
knowledge, in order properly to in- 
struct the students in legal bibliogra- 
phy. In addition to laying the founda- 
tion in a formal course, it will be 
necessary to follow this up with indi- 
vidual aid and instruction throughout 
the student’s career in the Jaw school. 
The law librarian will need the high- 
est amount of training if he is prop- 
erly to interpret the library and fully 
develop his role as an educator instead 
of a custodian. 

In order that the law librarian 
effectively carry out these responsibili- 
ties, he must attain a more important 
status than he now has generally. His 
position must be akin to that of the 
faculty."4 If he does not have such 
a standing he cannot effectively carry 
out his function as an educator instead 
of a custodian, and maintain the 
proper relationships with the groups 
he serves. However, in order to 
achieve a favorable status, he must 
show that he is entitled to it. He must 
command the respect of those with 
whom he associates constantly, through 
his ability, intelligence, and knowledge, 
legally, culturally, and scholarly, and 
through his ability as a librarian to 
make the law library an effective edu- 
cational instrument. 

There must be a new order in rela- 
tionship and understanding between 
the law librarian and the various 
groups he serves and with whom he i: 
in daily contact. The librarian’s rela- 
tionship to the faculty must be of the 
highest order and greatest effective- 
ness. The instructor, under new meth- 
ods of legal education, carries a

greater responsibility in the training 
of future lawyers who are to make 
law an effective social weapon. The 
law librarian, with training on a level 
with that of an instructor, will have 
the requisite knowledge for an under- 
standing of the instructor’s problems, 
and be in a position to render him 
important assistance in many ways, 
such as the suggestion and locating of 
material and the preparation of bibli- 
ographies. By such means can the law 
school librarian show that he is en- 
titled to a higher status, comparable 
to that of the teaching faculty. 

The relationship beween the law 
school librarian and the students is a 
very important one, and must be of 
the very best if the law librarian is to 
be an effective aid in the library and 
its use. This again means that he 
must have the proper training, in order 
to command their respect. To deal 
adequately with the students’ problems 
will require considerable familiarity 
with legal knowledge and legal re- 
sources, as well as a thorough general 
background, on the part of the 
librarian. 

Relationships with the Bar take on 
increasing importance, due to the 
spread of legal institutes sponsored by 
many law schools, which represent 
developments of interest to the prac- 
titioner. Because of this, the law 
school librarian will be called upon to 
give service requiring a strong legal 
training, as well as the ability to inter- 
pret his library to meet the problems 
which will be presented to him by 
members of the Bar. By giving valu- 
able service to this group, the law 
librarian can do a great deal to en- 
hance the standing of the library pro- 
fession in the eyes of the public. 
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And, finally, the relationship with 
the non-professional group. Giving 
the utmost assistance to this group 
desiring to make use of legal material 
will require that the law librarian 
render valuable service to the legal 
profession by improving the under- 
standing of non-professionals as to 
the role of the law. Further, the law 
librarian can do considerable to cor- 
rect many erroneous beliefs regarding 
lawyers. 


III 


It can be seen in view of what has 
thus far been said that the qualifica- 
tions of a law school librarian must 
be high if he is adequately to fulfill 
his role in legal education. It would 
seem fair to expect that the new law 
school librarian coming into the field 
should have as a minimum, degrees 
from college, library school and law 
school, and in addition some practical 
experience either in library or in legal 
work. His role is so important and 
difficult as to call for the best of back- 
grounds for the purpose. As already 
indicated, there has been considerable 
discussion, at American Association of 
Law Libraries conferences and in the 
Law Library Journal, of minimum 
standards for law librarians, and even 
the suggested rather low qualifications 
have encountered strong, and at times 
bitter opposition, as being too high. 

Usually, though the proposed stand- 
ards were intended to apply only to 
law school librarians, objections have 
been most strongly voiced by librarians 
not connected with law schools. This 
is perhaps natural, since Bar, court, 
and practitioners’ libraries strongly 
emphasize the law in action rather 
than what Mr. Hicks calls the forma- 
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tive influences of the law—scholarly 
research and the teaching of law. In 
such libraries the search is for the law 
as it actually exists; the school library 
is vitally concerned as well with legal 
history, trends, economic and _ social 
influences, and other factors, vital to 
the professor and student and requir- 
ing close liaison with research mate- 
rials wherever available.

However, those familiar with 
that these, too, are aware that, with 


increased emphasis by judges and 
attorneys on extended scholarly re- 
search work in brief making, their 


functions and needs more and more 
closely approximate those of the law 
school library, requiring as a corol- 
lary, equivalent standards of service 
and personnel. Consequently, opposi- 
tion to reasonable minimum standards 
on the part of the administrators of 
such libraries may be expected to 
diminish as they realize that these 
standards make for more uniformly 
satisfactory service to a more demand- 
ing clientele ; that they are set to main- 
tain and improve conditions, and to 
serve as guide posts as well, to those 
who desire to become law librarians, 
so that they may know what is ex- 
pected of them. 

The theme of this not 
merely to justify those standards but

paper is 


out, for the consideration of those who 
are law librarians, the need for ad- 
vanced study. If law school librarian- 


ship is to achieve a high standing and 
to keep pace with librarianship in 
general as well as with legal educa- 
tion, it cannot be content with meet- 
ing minimum standards and nothing 
more. Librarianship is an educational 
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process, and, like educators, librarians 
may never say that they have had 
enough training or learning. Those 
who enter the field should expect to 
for the

At the twenty-fourth annual meet- 
ing of the American Association of 
Law Libraries, Mr. A. S. McDaniel 
presented a paper in which he stressed 
the fact that the best cultural prepa- 
ration for law librarianship was a 
knowledge of languages, history, and 
government or political science. A 
familiarity with the history of civili- 
zation and political institutions was 
needed in order to understand law." 
In the discussion which followed the 
presentation of this paper, Mr. Fred- 
erick Schenk, of the University of 
Chicago Law School, stated that the 
law librarian must be on a par with

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the law school professor, possessing in 
addition to a thorough fundamental 
education, a Ph.D., with the specialty 
of library science in law school 
libraries.1® 

[In regard to the necessity for a 
broad cultural background, there has 
been almost solid agreement ; although 
it was stated at a meeting of the 
American Association of Law Libra- 
ries that formal education was not 
indispensable if the knowledge could 
be acquired by other means. At the 
same time it was pointed out that the 
more education a law librarian had the 
better it would be.'® 

A stand very similar to that of Mr. 
Hicks was taken by Dr. A. S. Beards- 
ley, who insisted that the problem of 
education is the major issue before 
the law library profession. He pointed 
out that the best training for general 
librarianship should apply no less to 
the basic education needed by the 
librarian in the special library.'*7 Mr. 
Beardsley insisted that the law libra- 
rian should have a broad cultural 
background and a solid legal back- 
ground in addition to the necessary 
library training.’®

Hicks and Mr.

have a broad cultural background with 
training in law and in library science. 
He has gone so far as to say that the 
law librarian should be a graduate of 
a law school and also of a library 
school. He believes that formal train- 
ing is an advantage, although not 
indispensable.?® 

The American Association of Law 
Libraries has taken an active part in 
this matter. Through committees ap- 
pointed to investigate and study the 
problems it has done useful work, and 
the recommendations of the commit- 
tees have paralleled very closely the 
views of the leaders mentioned above. 
The Association has also sought the 
cooperation of the American Library 
Association in order to make further 
studies and to set up standards.*° 

Attention should be called to a sur- 
vey made by the Committee on Edu- 
cation for Law Librarianship, of the 
American Association of Law Libra- 
ries. According to this survey, which 
included all classes of law librarians, 
only 5% of the law librarians who 
responded to the questionnaire sent 
out by the committee were graduates 
of both law school and library school, 
in 1936. 20% had no college training 
whatever, and only 16% were gradu- 
ates of a library school.** Due to the 
adoption by the Association of Ameri- 
can Law Schools of its minimum

work, when so many do not even have 
enough basic training. Nevertheless, 
only if those who can go ahead, do, will 
it be possible to raise the standards of 
the law library profession. If enough 
law librarians with foresight and 
courage take the initiative in this mat- 
ter, others will have to follow suit if 
they hope to advance professionally. 

There can be no question that a 
broad cultural background is needed 
by a law librarian if he is to under- 
stand the significance of and properly 
interpret the law library and its re- 
sources for its patrons.*? Law cuts 
across many fields of knowledge; and 
so the law librarian must understand 
relationships, if he is to give adequate 
service. In addition, a knowledge of 
languages is very desirable. This is 
the era of “One World” and increas- 
ing international exchange in the arts 
as well as in commerce. Law libraries, 
particularly in large metropolitan and 
coastal cities, will be called upon to 
supply legal information of a varied 
pertaining to foreign 
countries. Without doubt every one 
will agree that he who intends to enter 
the library profession should have a

Based 
on personal experience, there is no 
doubt that fundamental training in 
library schools is invaluable to a prop- 
er understanding of general library 
science. Most law library problems 
are very similar to the general library 
problems considered in a regular li- 
brary course. Furthermore, the law 


librarian is primarily a member of the

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library profession. He must be famil- 
iar with and able to understand the 
important problems and developments 
of librarianship at all times. He can 
best do this by taking his preliminary 
training in a library school. There, he 
will become acquainted with the im- 
portant library literature. This point 
must be emphasized, since library pro- 
fessional literature contains a world 
of information that, with the aid of 
library training and imagination, will 
solve many problems which are pecu- 
liar to law libraries. Not enough can 
be said in defence of a general library 
training as a necessary qualification 
for a law librarian. 

Charles E. Rush, in speaking of the 
future librarian, paints an exciting 
picture of his future importance: 

The future holds exciting possi- 
bilities for librarians. Librarianship 
is a comparatively new educational 
profession. Few other social agen- 
cies can anticipate as widespread 
opportunity for general expansion 
and a great development of educa- 
tional service.** 

He goes on to speak of the need for 
good librarians, 

capable of adapting and integrating 

library functions with those of other 

educational activities, all of which 
face common problems and_ seek 
identical goals. The opportunity lies 
in devising synchronization.”® 

\nd finally he points out that, 


In higher education of a librarian 
there is a need for genuine scien- 
tific study, in which emphasis is 
placed on the content and use of 
scholarship rather than on the tech- 
niques of research.¢

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These quotations are indicative to the 
law librarian of what lies ahead. For 
the law librarian is faced with the 
same problems in his own field. He 
must prepare himself to meet the de- 
mands expected of him. 

Admitted that a knowledge of libra- 
ry fundamentals and techniques may 
be acquired by other means than at- 
tendance at a library school, just as 
a knowledge of law may be gained in 
the same manner, it is the “hard way,” 
and has no more validity, as a cus- 
tomary procedure in these days of 
good library schools, than “reading 
law’ has as a substitute for the law 
school. It takes too long and misses 
too much. 

The discussion thus far has been

nized as minimum for small and 


medium-sized law school libraries 
only, and that the deans and faculties 
controlling the larger law school libra- 
ries are going to require more from 
their librarians than that. Like it or 
not, law librarians must be realistic 
and recognize that true specialization 
and expertness, such as is ordinarily 
gained from graduate research, is be- 
ing demanded; and that if the law 
library profession does not respond, 
appointments will be made of special- 
ists from without the profession, for 
the better positions. It does the pro- 
fession no good merely to demand 


recognition on a par with the teaching 
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faculty: it must command it by its 
training and achievements. 

Before making any statements re- 
garding the kind of advanced training 
the most benefit to 


which will be of 


the law librarian who desires to be 
an asset to his profession, the aims 
of the graduate library school should 
be considered briefly.?* 

The aims of the Graduate Library 
School of the University of Chicago 
have been described as follows by 


Dean Wilson: 


(1) The development of a theory 
or philosophy of library science. 
(2)A search for guiding principles 
which may be applied to the various 
subdivisions of library _ science. 
(3) To train teachers. (4) Develop- 
ment within its students of a critical 
and experimental attitude toward 
librarianship. Students shall look 
critically at all aspects of librarian- 
ship, and shall become sufficiently 
familiar with the procedure of in- 
vestigation and experimentation to 
deal with library problems for which 
satisfactory solutions have not 
hitherto been found. (5) Publica- 
tion of investigations, etc. (6) To 
increase the educational effectiveness 
of the library in its various forms. 
(7) Of contributing to a_ better 
understanding of the means of com- 
municating ideas through print, 
radio, and the moving picture.*® 


The law librarian has as vital a con- 


cern in these objectives as does the 
The 


general librarian. law librarian 


27It should be pointed out here that so-called ‘“‘gradu- 
ate library schools” are of three classes: 1. Those which 
require a bachelor’s degree for admission, and grant 
a bachelor’s degree in science or library science for 
one additional academic year’s work; 2. Those which, 
for two year’s graduate work, plus a thesis, grant a 
master’s degree in library science; and 3. Those which 
grant a Ph.D. for a library science major after three 
years’ academic graduate work and a thesis. At present 
the University of Chicago Graduate Library School is 
the only one in class 3. For the purposes of this 
paper, ‘“‘graduate library work’’ means that leading to 
a higher degree in either class 2 or class 3 schools. 

Louis R. Wilson, “‘The objectives of graduate library 
school in extending the frontiers of librarianship.” 
New frontiers in librarianship, 1940. 
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has, in many cases, failed to recognize 
his duty to his profession, which js 
primarily that of a librarian. There 
is no doubt that a training with the 
foregoing objectives in view would be 
of immense benefit to the law librarian 
in investigating problems that con- 
front the law library profession. 
There is a definite need of law libra- 
rians with this type of training. 

The aims of the various graduate 
law schools, as stated in their catalogs, 
may be summed up thus: To prepare 
both those who are now teaching to 
meet fully their obligations, and those 
who expect to teach; to supplement 
the education of graduates so as to 
qualify them better as practitioners; 
to liberalize and to broaden their legal 
education and their general education 
through the study of legal history and 
philosophy and of related social sci- 
ences; to prepare for judicial, legis- 
lative and administrative positions ; to 
encourage legal research and _ investi- 
gation which is “directed toward a 
better understanding and improvement 
of the law, both in its substance and 
its applications.’’** 

Here we see, also, many objectives 
which would benefit the law librarian 
as an educator and interpreter of the 
law library to students and faculty. 
sy graduate legal! training he would 
be able to acquire better status and 
relationships that would afford valu- 
able service. All law librarians could 
profit by such training. 

Just as the general university libra- 
rian is faced with the choice between 
continued graduate work in library 
science or in an academic field, so the 


difficult question at once arises for the

ambitious law librarian: “What kind 
of graduate work is most beneficial to 
me, that in library science, or in law?” 

To the writer there appears to be 
no certain solution to this dilemma,°° 
and expediency certainly is likely to 
play an important part in the decisions 
in individual cases. Undoubtedly, law 
librarianship is confronted with nu- 
merous problems peculiar to library 
science, the study and development of 
which would materially advance the 
profession; and the knowledge and 
techniques gained in graduate library 
work leading to the M.A. or Ph.D. 
would aid immensely in their scientific 
study and investigation. 

On the other hand, it may be argued 
that since the law librarian serves a 
special clientele, one requiring a highly 
specialized type of information; and 
that, since the administrative problems 
in law libraries vary little from those 
in other learned libraries, their solu- 
tion may best be left to the research 
of general university librarians, while 
the law librarian concentrates his ad- 
vanced study on the subject matter 
of his own field, the law. It can be 
seen that the decision is not an easy 
one, and that a perfect result is un- 
likely of achievement. 

Several other factors are worthy of 
consideration, the most important one 
being that of relative times and costs 
required in graduate study. Assuming 
that the law librarian has law and 
library school degrees, to complete his 
residence for a master’s degree will 
require one additional year, plus 
while his doctorate will require

at least three additional years. The

and research libraries, 6:264 (1945). 
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lengths of time as the library degrees, 
except that perhaps the thesis require- 
ments for the LL.M. may be some- 
what more difficult than for the M.S. 
in LS. 

It might be taken for granted that 
the law librarian who was first of alla 
librarian and later became a lawyer, 
would continue to think chiefly along 
library lines, and thus elect graduate 
library work; while the lawyer who 
later took a degree in library science 
would continue in the law, but this 
would be a hazardous assumption, de- 
pendent for its validity upon the spe- 
cial situation in each case. 

If pure expediency were to rule, the 
choice in most cases would probably 
be the law. Law school deans and 
faculties are more and more becom- 
ing persuaded of the value, if not the 
necessity, of formal library training, 
and are requiring it of their candi- 
dates for law librarianships, but the 
attitude is still a Johnny-Come-Lately, 
and the concept rather vague in their 
minds. On the other hand, legal train- 
ing is their specialty, about which they 
know a great deal, and of the need for 
which they are entirely convinced. 
The tendency of late years has increas- 
ingly been to recognize the value of, 
if not to require, the LL.M. for new 
appointees to law school teaching posi- 
tions. This is a degree which they 
understand and value at its full worth, 
and the law librarian who possessed 
such a degree from a first-rate law 
school would reap the benefit of that 
attitude. Note should be made in this 
connection of the perhaps unfortunate 
but nevertheless not uncommon desire 
that the law librarian be equipped to 
teach one or more substantive law 
courses. 
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There remains a third possibility: 
that of advanced training both in law 
and in library science. It is suggested 
that a program be carried on through 
one year’s advanced study in library 
science, leading to the Master’s de- 
gree, in which there should be a heavy 
concentration on law library problems ; 
followed or preceded by one year’s 
advanced study in law, leading to the 
LL.M. In this way the student would 
reap the important benefits to be 
gained from each type of graduate 
study. Such a program may be con- 
sidered as a compromise with regard 
to time and money involved, and to 
interests and benefits which would 
result therefrom. 

While the third choice above sug- 
gested the combination of graduate 
training in library science and law as 
possibly the best solution, there should 
be no hesitancy to substitute some 
other subject in place of law where 
someone’s interest is particularly and 
erithusiastically in that direction. For 
instance, many fields of graduate 
study in political science could be most 
useful to a law school librarian. Inter- 
national law is very important particu- 
larly in view of the increased emphasis 
on this subject in the curriculum of 
so many major law schools. Public 
administration would give a valuable 
background for studies of library ad- 
ministration problems. There are 
many other subjects studied in the 
political sciences relevant to law which 
would be worthwhile to acquire by any 
law school librarian. 

It was intimated above that informal 
individual studies and investigations 
of a high quality could also achieve 
the ends we are seeking. A law libra- 


rian with a law degree could through 
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personal initiative become, so to speak, 
an “expert” in some particular sub- 
ject. Publication of his findings cer- 
tainly would enhance his standing and 
command the respect of his colleagues 
on the faculty. Many full professors 
of law hold no graduate degrees but 
have achieved great eminence in exact- 
ly this manner. One particular sug- 
gestion for informal study would be

class work. Such an “expert” shoul 
be able to publish many interesting 
items regarding foreign legal systems 
as a result of his ability to read and 
understand three or four foreign lan- 
guages. In any instance of informal 
research by law school librarians, 
whatever the subject, it is hoped that 
some time would be given to library 
problems, adding contrast to the aca- 
demic type of thinking and writing. 
In view of many things that have 
been said, it may seem very much out 
of place to suggest the need for any

tional trends, then they must accept 
the same responsibility- and obligations 
as does the law faculty. An instructor 
is expected to continue his education 
all the time. The law librarian, if he 
is to enhance the standing of his pro- 
fession and himself, must do this also. 
The objection may be offered to this,

This is 
a valid objection; but we can gain 
such considerations, only if we are 
willing to take the initiative by ad- 
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vance in training and scholarship. We 
shall finally reap the desired benefits 
by attaining the respect of our col- 
leagues of the faculty and our right- 
ful status. If we can show by means 
of such steps that we are able and 
willing to be more than custodians, 
we will have made our gains at small 
sacrifice. In addition, by example this 
will gradually, but eventually, raise the 
entire standing of the law library 
rofession. 

There can be no end of views that 
will be found to vary in many respects. 


The problem of educational qualifica- 
tions of law librarians is acknowledged 
to be an important one, both to the 
library profession and to legal educa- 
tion. It must be remembered that if 
we of the law library profession are 
to improve our positions, we must be 
willing to sacrifice somewhat in order 
to gain our ends.

In Part II is graphically explained 
the correct use of the working tools 
of the legal profession. The author 
has not reprinted or reproduced sam- 
ple pages from publishers’ manuals to 
illustrate her text, but attention has 
been called to these useful brochures 
and specific information given as to 
how they may be obtained. 

In Part III the problems presented 
are designed to give the lawyer, stu- 
dent or research worker practical ex- 
perience in using the wide coverage of 
standard research tools discussed in 
the text.

matters of technique as distinguished 
from descriptions of the law books 
used in legal research." 

The 42 pages of text present a suc- 
cinct survey of federal and state law 
books, including statutes, decisions, 
digests, encyclopedias, citators and 
texts. Appendix A (pp. 43-84) is a 
list of American legal abbreviations. 
Appendix B (pp. 85-114) is a selected 
bibliography of legal texts, grouped 
under broad subject headings. 

Inasmuch as lists of legal abbrevia- 
tions are available in many _ other 
books,* the price listed may seem ex- 
cessive for the 42 pages of text and 
the bibliography. As a refresher for 
lawyer veterans, the pamphlet is un- 
surpassed, despite the presence of a
